theatre, appeared as one of the prin- 
cipaJs in a tragedy fhat was enacted at | 
the very a oors of tlhat building last rjigiit. j 
Mr. Ternss had alighted from a. cab at 
the stage door in Maiden lane, only used | 
by himsell and the principal members ] 
of the company. 
Gilbert Tate, 
the 


theatrical manager, met him at the door, j 
The two stc od in conversation, and Mr. ' 
Terriss was taking- the key from his ' 
pocket when an assassin darted from the 
thade of a neighboring- shop and plunged 
a knife into his breast, almost beaung 
him to the ground with the savage force 
of the blow. 
Mr. Terriss dropped his 


glove and tried to seize Jus assailant, 
who then c'aalt two more stabs before 
the bystanders Isa-d time to interfere. 


Mr. Terns was placed on the landing ol 


the stairway just inside the theater, 
where he lay groaning-. Once or twice 
lie feebly attempted to speak, buitit was 
irnpos&ible. He quickly succumbed whila 
surrounded by the theater staff, includ- 
ing Miss, Milhvard. 


The murderer was taken to Bow street 


police station, followed by the angry 
crowd. His name was given as Archer. 
It Is said that he had been a super at the 
Adelphi theater several years ago, and 
for some days pa£>t he had haunted the 
theater. The motive for the crime is not 
yet known. 


A large audience la ad assembled'for tlis 


evening performance, and the manager 
came to the footlights and announced 
that as Mr. Terrisfaad met with an acci- 
dent, niOi>erformance woul'd be grlven. 


It appears that the assassin asked tns 


keeper of the stage entrance as to tha 
whei eab&uts of Mr. Terns, &nd his be- 
havlor was then so obnoxious that Harry 
Nicholls, one of the principal colleagues 
of Mr. Terris, was obliged to rom onstrate 
and to order him to leave the premises, 


The scenes along the Strand at tlia 


liout when the theater® closed were re- 
markable. By that time the special edi- 
tion's of the evenan<g papers were out and 
the newsboys -\\ere shouting around Uia 
exits that Mr. Terris had been murdered. 
At first the people refu&ed to place any 
credence in the report, believing such g-n 
event impas-sibla, but when tlhey found 
it was true horror and indignation wer« 
painted on every face. 


When the murderer arrived at the po- 


lice station he still had the weapon, a 
butcher's knife, beneath his cape. On 
being charged with murder he is re- 
ported to have replied: "Ha's done me 
out of the benevolent fund U»*s morning-, 
and I am out of it for life." The under- j 
study of the deceased actor tells a curi- 
ous story of how he dreamed that he saw 
Mr. Terris lying on a landing surrounded 
by a crowtl. 


Another member of the company say 


the assassin wa,s known at the thsater 
as "Mad Aioher," and that when ordered 
off the premises Wednesday night ha 
muttered, "Not yet." Others say that | 
Archer nursed a grievance against Mr. 
Terris even before "he left his employ- 
ment at the theater. More Mian once ha 
etoocl in the wings and indulged in sar- 
castic comments on Mr. Terns' acting-, 
such as "Fools often succeed in lif» 
where men of gensus fail." The assas- 
sin made no attempt to escape. When 
seized he offered to go quietly to the po- 
lice station. 


Dr. Hayward. a physician of Charing

"I found Mi. Ter- 


riss Just inside the door, where he was 
lying with Miss Millward supporting hi! 
head. 
His vest and undergarments 


v, ere opened, and there was a large 
piece of ice on the wound directly oven 
tiie heart.

After I examined the wound I saw there 
vap no hope and that death must ensue 
almost immediately from tho extensive 
internal hpmoirhage.

ferense committee of the textile workers 
consisting of three de-legates each'from 
the spinners, weaveis, carders, loom- 
fixers, slasliia-t,. mill firemen, ring spin- 
rers and spooi a.nd warper tenders' 
unions was in session for three hours 
yesterdaj afternoon, engaged in the dis- 
cuss.'on of Uie proposed reduction in 
wages Tho meeting was behind closed 
doors, and at its ooniclu-sion the only an- 
nouncement 10 the waiting newspaper 
men \s'as that the committee had voted 
to ask the manufacturers for &. confer- 
ence next Monday. 


The textile workers will be represented 


at the conference by 14 delegates, se- 
lected fiom those in, sessicn yesterday 
aftermoon 
Some ol the delegates wei'e 


apked after the meeting what the senti- 
ment of the committee was, and they 
replied that it was entirely in favor of a 
strike. At the conference with the manu- 
factuiers they will ask for concessaons, 
but tihey decline to state what these will 
he 
From talk He-ard among them, how- 


ever, it is e\ idcnt that they will ask for a 
shutdown instead of the reduction. One 
of the delegates said that tjiey do not be- 
lieve that the reduction would benefit the 
situation one bit, while a shutdown would 
certainly better the condition of things, 
althougti it vould make the operatives 
poorer. 


After th« conference with the manu- 


facturers, the delegates will report back 
to the genenal committee, aaid the latter 
will instruct the various unions accord- 
ingly. As-there is little likelihood that 
s-ie mar.iufru!turei9 will chp.n>ge their 
pla<is, this recommendation will in all 
piobabihty We to strike, unless the manu- 
facturers succeed <jn sthowing" the opera- 
tives that the shutdown is not the propar 
method to relieve the situation. 


The Lowell Spinners' union nas voted 


to turn its entire treasury to the Fall 
River union if the fight is made, and the 
funds of the national association were, 
by a. vote in April, 1897, placed at fte dis- 
posal of any branch threatened with a 
reduction of wages, and would also ba 
available for the Fall River spinners. 


The union secretaries are not disposed 


to say much yet about the Arkwrigiht 
club's manifesto on southern competi- 
tion, except to characterize it as a "one- 
sided statement." Secretary O'DoiHiell 
of the spinners claiimed that the advajir. 
tages and disadvantages of the two sec- 
tions about balanced, the north getting 
a larger production from the same ma- 
chinery, especially in summer. He had 
facts to prove, he said, tliait weavers in 
the Carolinian did not produce more per 
loom in 70 hours than, Fall River weav- 
ers do in 58 hours. Southern weavers 
get oft 24 cuts at 22 cents per week from 
four looms, making $5.40 per week. Fall 
Iliver operatives do not quite average 
$8 per week from eigftt looms. 
He 


thought the Arkwrigiht club's statement 
for ring splnming: wos about risht, 50 
cents for six sides; but here operatives 
do not get more than. SI for 10 or 12 sides. 
He supposed K olimcuUc conditions were 
the same operatives could live here—by 
paying $2 a weak board and living- In 
shanties free—on, less wages. Secretary 
Tansey of the carders said the Ark- 
wrigiht club was wrong in, slating that 
speeders north average $7.60 to $9.60 per 
week. He knew many in this city wlio 
averaged less than 46.

the total demand obligations of the gov- 
ernment to $1,230,000,000, all payable in 
gold.

Alexander Walker has a watch which 


be has carried for 52 years and it is still 
doing good service. 
It is an English 


chain lever in a small, open-face silver 
case, and was purchased by Mr, Walker 
'nSeotHnd in October, 1845. This was 25 
years before he came to the United States 
He has carried the watch continually 
from the time he bought it and it has al- 
ways been and is still a reliable timepiece. 
When the watch was new the case was 
handsomely engra ad, but it is now as 
smooth as a mirror, every particle of the 
engravmg having long since worn off. 
There are probably very few watches in 
the country that have been carried such a 
length of time. On the inside of the case 
Mr. Walker baa posted a paper on which 
w written: "I have carried this watch 
since 1845 " Mr. Walker himself is as well 
preserved as the watch. He Is in hie 80th 
year, but in looks and actions he would 
easily pass for a man 15 years younger, 
There are few men of his age who T\ould 
be equal to the task of mountain survey- 
ing, but Mr. Walker is good for it and his 
flagman and chairmen will not suffer from 
the lack of exercise.

WHAT THE GREATER NEW YORK IS 


TALKING ABOUT. 


Bicliard Mansfield and His Contradictory 


Moods—He Began at Uie Very Xiowest 
Runs of the Ladder—Mr. and Mrs. 
Her- 


man Oelrichs—Mr, Whitney's Daughter- 


NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—[Special.]—Rich- 


ard M.'insfitjld's legal trouble with a 
"drosscr," which ho settled in Philadel- 
phia the other Guy by paying tho amount 
claimed, has caused no end of story telling 
among professional folk and others hero 
who know the actor well about his vary- 
ing, sometimes violent moods. 


Mr. Mansfield can be ono of the most 


agreoablo men living either oil or off the 
stage. Ho proved this statement to bo true 
just about a month ago when iio was the 
"ono man guest:1 of the Twellfch Night 
club of this city, an organization of ac- 
tresses and other professional women of 
some note. Ono fair creature who was 
present said that, although tho actor jollied 
his hostesses at a great rate, ho did it &o 
gracefully and with such evident good na- 
ture that all present were delighted. 


But by the law of contraries Richard 


Mansfield undoubtedly possesses almost 
unlimited potentialities of evil temper, 
which have resulted moio th.-in onco in 
such physical assaults as that made upon 
the "dresser" who htis just received finan- 
cial compensation for his sufferings. 
Mr. 


Mansfield's friends say that his irascibility 
should not be charged up against him, 
since it is due altogether to nervousness 
resulting from his severe struggles. 


Mr. Mansfield went on the stage becauso 


he was poor, as'he himself has often said, 
but his first venture was not theatiical. 
He began in a provincial city as a picture 
painter. !For awhile he sold every produc- 
tion of his brush, but for some reason his 
market suddenly Contracted and soon ho 
had a number of canvases on hand for 
which there were no purchasers. 1'hen ho 
went to London. There he failed again as 
an artist and secured somo sort of place in 
a business house. He couldn't make that 
go and returned to his easol with no great- 
er success than before. Ho got BO poor 
that he actually took to singing songs in 
the streets for casual pennies and rarely 
was able to get a square meal save when 
invited to feed at the famous Savage club, 
of which he was ono of the original mem- 
bers. 


"Sometimes," he has said, "I dined on 


emolls." 


At last-he went to see W. S. Gilbert, the 


composer, and sang for him. That was 
just before "Pinaforo" was brought out. 
Gilbert used bis influence with U'Oyly 
Carte, then, manager for the famous part- 
nership oJ Gilbert and Sullivan, andilaiis- 
fleld toured the British provinces in "Pin- 
afore" for bhree years, singing tho part of 
Sir Joseph Porter, K. C. B., with accept- 
ance and receiving tho magnificent com- 
pensation of $15 a week. Then he appear- 
ed in London, and has never been hard up 
since. But his early experiences seem to 
have permanently soured his temper. 


Mr. and Mrs. Herman Oelrichs. 


It seems to be tho fate of certain indi- 


viduals to bo constantly before the public 
whether they will or no. Both Mr. and 
Mrs. Herman Oolrichs, for instance, have 
been almost constantly subjects of newspa- 
per comment for many years, though 
never before for so slight a cause as the 
careless dropping of a tack by a workman. 
Should Mrs. Oolrichs become wholly or 
partially blind as a result of the mishap 
which is now causing so much apprehen- 
sion those who see tho hand o£ fate in 
every act of daily life will claim new 
grounds for their superstitious. 


There was a time, some years ago, bo- 


fore his marriage, that Herman Oelrichs 
was one of tho livost men about town on 
this island. He was a iegul«r first nightrr 
at all the operas, he was interested in all 
sporting events and many of his friends 
were among tho fastest of tho local gilded 
youth. As he had mono}' to burn he was 
able to cut a decidedly bioad swath when- 
ever and wherever ho wished to, though 
doubtless some of tho stories told of his 
doings woro more or less exaggerated. 


But ho is now one of the steadiest of 


citizens. He works as hard, as agent of a 
big steamship lino, as he could were he an 
employee and not the manager ot the 
office, mid his hours are often much longer 
than those of liny among his subordinates. 
To please his wife he still gives somo time 
and energy to social life, but his old en- 
thusiasm in that direction has waned 
much and it fairly makes him groan to 
think of going to the theater. 


In two respects, however, ho is tho old 


time Herman Oelrichs. He likes to swim, 
and every summer ho proves that ho has lost 
none of his ancient prowess in the WOACS. 
He still hates to read or hoar stories about 
nmn eating sharks, which he declares do 
not exist, and id always ready to go far 
out of his way to nail such narratives us 
cold blooded falsehoods—in short, as typic- 
al fifch stories. In politics he has alw ays 
been a Dcmocratand ho used to bo a mom- 
ber of that party's national committee, 
but some years ago he retired because he 
did not like Tammany. 


Mrs. Oelrichs is quite aa popular in New 


York as she ever was in San Francisco, 
where, as the daughter of tho fabulously 
wealthy Senator Fair, she was noted for her 
beauty, her brilliance and her social pres- 
tige. Being so well known to tho public 
through tho newspapcrp, she will have tho 
sympathy of thousands who have never 
met her personally should her recent ac- 
cident finally prove disastrous. 


Mr. Whitney's Daughter. 


Mrs. Almeyio Hugh Paget, daughter of 


ex-Secretary \Vhitney and a prime favorite 
among the younger matrons of New York 
society this winter, is as clever as she is 
attractive. Before she was married it was 
said that sho had a bigger allowance of 
spending money than any other young wo- 
man in New York, and sho was always 
the apple of her father's eye, especially alt- 
er tho death of her mother. Though her 
husband is a blue blooded Englishman she 
is so true a daughter of Uncle Sam that 
they Ine in America the major part of ev- 
ery year. 


In spite of her liking for society—for sho 


is as fond of it as it is of her—she is a 
great lover of books and pictures. Her 
knowledge of the old world's art galleries 
is said to be well nigh exhaustive, and she 
is familiar with the masterpieces of mod- 
ern literature in most European languages. 
She writes pretty good French verse, too, 
and some products of her pen found their 
way into print in Paris, where the papers 
commented most favorably upon her lines. 
In one paragraph her lather was not only 
given his proper title as "Minister de la 
Marine de Btats Unis" but was also termed 
a "due." 


Mrs. Paget is specially noted for two 


things—first, that her collection of dia- 
monds and other precious stones is excep- 
tionally large and valuable, and, second, 
that she makes small display thereof.

From a Boy Laborer to a Prosperous 


Shoe Manufacturer. 
A Career 


that Commands Admiration. 


Large Attendance and 


Much Enthusiasm. 


The French citizens had a rousing meet- 


ing in Gatslick hall Thursday evening. It 
was called in the interest ol Mr. Cady, 
candidate for mayor and tbe attendance 
showed how 
many of them may be 


counted in favor of Mr. Cady. The hil[ 
was well filled and the spirit ot the meet- 
ing was all that could be debired. Th:re 
were nearly 200 voters present. 


ID the call for the meeting it was stated 


that Mr. Cady would be at it and say a. 
few words to those present. Mr. Oady 
accepted the invitation of the reception 
committee and made hia first appearance 
in a public way during the campaign at 
tae meeting.

"When 18 years old I went to work in 


C. T. Simpson's Shoe factory. 
I first 


worked in the btitching room; from there 
I went to the cutting room and then into 
the bole leather room, which gave me 
valuable experience in the making of 
shoes. I mention these facts to snow you 
that very few business meu havo had this 
experience which makes 
me familiar 


with the work oi a laboring man. 
"I went to manufacturing shoes when 21 
years old, and employed labor 31 years. I 
am confident that 95 per cent, ol all the 
men and women I employed are my 
friends today, and will support me in this 
fight. 


"January 1,189S, our present mayor will 


pass out ot office and a new mayor must 
take his place. The vital issue iri this 
fight is who is best able to conduct the 
sffiirsof our city for the your ol 1S9S. 
I 


am perfectly willing to leave that question 
to be answered by the voters December 
21. 


"We have a % ery large foreign popula- 


tion and it seems to me that it i>, tho duty 
of a mayor to see that they ate fairly rep- 
resented in the city government, 
It is a 


matter that I shad it elected try to deal 
with to Stha satisfaction of all, and I 
feel tl at I can be trusted to do so with- 
out pledges. 


"Now just a few words about my posi- 


tion if made mayor. 
I can say with all 


truth aud candor that no man has asked 
ine for a pledge, nor have I given any man 


a pledge, and *. shall go into that office if 
elected bound by no promises, but to be 
a servant of the people, ready to give my 
whole time to its duties. 


"Gentlemen. I would like to say that it 


has not been my intention to be personal 
In this campaign and so informed Mr. 
Hamer at my bouse. 
But there is a 


gentleman roaming up and down thejp 
streets tapping men on the shoulder and 
telliag them how to vote. I don't think 
that that gentleman ever earned an hon- 
est dollar in his life unless it was in a 
public office.

From a small number of pairs they in 
creased the number ofsboes put out grad- 
ually until the number of 500,000 pairs 
a year was reached. 


Mr. Cady is a public spirited man. Some 


years ago at the time of the Harvey Ar- 
nold failure there was a run on (he North 
Adams Savings bank. Mr. Cady first 
heard of this from his own workmen who 
were going up to draw out their little 
savings. Mr. Cady reasoned with themi 
dissuaded them and offered to give his 
own check to any who were uneasy. Mr. 
Cady then went up on Main street where 


from the depot to his home. la this 
assemblage, unusual as it may seem were 
men and women, many of them employes 
of Mr. Cady himself, who seemed to be 
more pleased at Mr. Cady's election than 
he did himself; Mr. Cady came out on 
the piazza and after acknowledging the 
manifold congratulations, said that the 
proudest moment of his life was when he 
could feel he was well thought of by his 
employes. 


One person in the audience said "I have 


worked for Torrey Cady for seven years 
and he is the whitest man I ever worked 
for." This seemed to be the prevailing 
sentiment then aud it is the sentiment of 
many of his old employes today. 


When Mr. Uady was senator he was in_ 


vitcd by a prominent leather dealer to a 
semi-public dinner. After dinner had 
been served to a large assemblage, among 
whom were many senators aiul represen- 
tatives, a prominent lawyer arose and be- 
gan to enfold a plan whereby a large cor- 
poiation sought to get a franchise by 
means of a proposed bill to be enacted by 
the legislature-. Sir, Cady siw through 
the scheme at once and rising: in his seat 
he put question after question to the 
speaker and the meeting broke up in con- 
fusion. 
Mr. Cady's independence was 


widely and favorably commented on by 
the press at the time. Courage, business

If the man stands the 
test and gives to those who are largely de- 
pending on him for a livelihood, a con- 
sideration that shows him to be one who 
is willing to run eome risks for the sake 
of others, he then has proved himself a 
man, not only an intellect and a capacity 
for management. 


.Tne people therefore, have a profound 


reason In examining into what is popu_ 
larly termed a man's "labor record." for 
while ifc is often claimed, and from 
the 


pulpit too, that a city is a corporation and 
should be so administered, the people 
with unerring instinct, demand that the 
jjrst officer of the city shall be more than 
an intellectual head of affairs, 


No man in this community better stands 


this kind of examination than H. Torrey 
C'ady. From his youth his sympathies 
have been with the men who enrn their 
bread by hard and honest labor. These 
sympathies were made keener by his own 
early experience. 
He was but a boy 


when he began lubor such as boys do not- 
labor now, and the man that is the devel- 
opment of the boy who struggled with 
the iron ore and the pig iron and the im- 
perfect roads that were called streets, has 
always been responsive to the call of la- 
bor, to the demand of those whose income 
is limited by the price paid for the entire 
amount of the work of their hands. 


This common sympathy with 
men

ly shown ill crisis of Mr. Cady's business 
life and in"his little, nameless, uoremem- 
bered acts," natnoie sand unremembered 
but to the many to whom they came.

It tells a grand story, it unfolds 


the .warm vein in Mr. Cady's character 
and expressed in his often reiterated state- 
ment tliat if manulaoturers would decide 
to fight to maintain a fair price as much 
as they fight to cut down prices that the 
workerinthefactorieswould have brighter 
days and happier times, and the manu- 
facturer would be as well off. 


This was not only Mr. Cady's theory in 


smooth times, but was his practice in 
troublesome days. Tho "big strike" is 
remembered by every shoe man in this 
city and so is the unusual stand then 
taken by Mr. Cndj'. The manufacturers 
proposed a cut down and a shut down if 
the cut down did not work. A conference 
wan held at the Adams club rooms and 
Mr.Cady absolutely refused to cut or shut- 
Hestood true to his ruling principle to the 
dictates of his sympathy, la the presence 
of all the shoe manufacturers of this city 
and in the presence of the clergymen of 
all the pulpits he declined to throw his 
employes out of work as a means to 
coerce them into accepting a lower price 
for their labor and his factory continued 
to run. For this he gained the commen- 
dation of all laboring men and he gained 
more than their commendation. He was 
also commended by the late Rev. Dr. 
Coyle, the worKingman's warmest and 
truest friend, and had his moral support 
'n his whole cause, 


This is but one independent cct against 


great odds of the man whose almost ideal 


relation to labor shut out the possibility 
of strike or barred factory doors and 
maintained for his employes the highest 
comparative wages paid to shoe opera- 
tires in Massachusetts. His labor record 
endorses the wisdom of the people in 
selecting him (or the office he is about to 
assume,for it declares him a man of heart, 
superior in his consideration of those in 
his employment, and a man of that un. 
usual type of ability which wins success 
in the business world without the sacriflcs 
of the nobler qualities.
